The rugged beauty 
dressed in boots and slacks racing recklessly over the 
country side to protect or save her lover, also gives 
us a somewhat deeper appreciation of the feminine 
world. Yet all these characters are fictitious products 
of an imaginative, fertile brain. 

Now the library offers you a very inspiring book 
having for its central theme heroines who live, fight, 
and die for their one, true, passionate lover— Jesus 
Christ! The stories are all based on facts occurring 
in the lives of these holy women. 

It is an amazing thing, if you stop to realize that 
these maids — most of them mere girls — should sacri- 
fice all that life offers for a certain Christ, who is 
. considered by the pagans to be a myth. They have 
the same desires, temptations, likes and dislikes as 


any modern girl, yet all these things were given up 
that they might live for Him alone. One of the most 
interesting characters is the tragic personality of 
Joan of Arc. Her life is but one of fifteen which go 
to make up the book.

Before coming to St. Joseph’s from Cambridge, Ohio, Mosser played 
basketball with St. Benedict’s High School and a semi-pro team, the 
Pure Oilers, of Cambridge. Consequently, individual honors are nothing 
new to Neal, who was chosen on every tournament team in which he 
participated. Neal, also, was the season’s leading scorer every year 
that he played, except his freshman year.

If Neal wasn’t high scorer for the evening, the honors usually went to 
Joe Mosser, Neal’s brot her. : _J

As a semi-pro ball player, Neal again led all scorers in the league 
and hit for the amazing total of forty-one points in one contest. This 
should be enough proof that scoring leadership was no stranger to 
Mosser before he came to St. Joseph’s. 

Beginning rather slowly this season, Neal was not figured as a con- 
tender for scoring honors, but at mid-season the Associated Press had 
placed Mosser second in the state race, some forty points behind 
Doerner. Running neck-and-neck with him for second place at the time 
were Riska, of Notre Dame; Van Dyke, of Anderson; Katterhenry, of 
Evansville, and Steiner, of Butler. As the season progressed, Mosser 
turned on the heat and finally hit his peak against St. Norbert’s for 
twenty-five points. Nearing the close of the season, he narrowed the 
gap between himself and Doerner when he tallied twenty-one points 
against Evansville, as Yocis and Boedecker held Doerner to seven. By 
garnering eighteen points against Loras College, Mosser took the lead 
in the race which he held and increased through to the finish of the 
season. .
